Guthrie, Ok., April 8.—The house 
passed the bill by Mr. Rainey creat­ 
ing a Court of Criminal Appeals, con­ 
sisting of three members to be appoint­ 
ed by the governor and confirmed by 
the senate. The Judges terms end the 
first Monday in January, at which 
time the Court shall terminate unless 
continued by an act of the legislature. 
The bill follows the Texas idea but 
the court is not made migratory. Ses­ 
sions are to be held at the capital of 
state. 


It was shown in urging passage of 
the bill that the large number of 
cases inherited from the territorial 
'government rendered it practically im­ 
possible for the supreme court to dis­ 
patch the docket of civil and crimi­ 
nal cases without considerable delay. 
The new court is given exclusive ap­ 
pellate jurisdiction 
in 
all 
criminal 
leases of whatever grade co-extensive 
with the state, excepting wherein a 
construction of the federal or the Ok­ 
lahoma constitutions or the acts of 
Congress are involved. In addition, the 
supreme court may refer .to the court 
of criminal appeals any civil business 
it may desire. Judges of the new 
court are to receive pay at the rate of 
$4,000 per year. 
The house action several days ago 
in killing the bill creating a state na­ 
tional guard was reconsidered and the

The measure carries an ap­ 
propriation of about $35,000. 
The O Xeal and Skeen bill, naming 
fees for justices of the peace and rein­ 
s ta l ls , was advanced to third reading.

A new list of fees was adopted 
for justices. For performing marriage 
ceremonies they may charge $2, to be 
paid by the bride or the eroom, and on 
viewing a dead body and holding an 
inquest they may charge the county $5.

PRESIDENT TO ASK FOR 


F O ra MORE WARSHIPS 


Chicago, 111., April .8.—The Record-

» f ffH B I 
W ashington, 
April 8.—A 
special 
message to congress urging provisions 
for the construction of four new bat­ 
tleships is the present plan of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
This information was 
developed today incident to the report 
of the naval appropriation bill from 
the house naval affairs committee, the 
bill authorizing the construction of 
two new battleships only and not mak­ 
ing appropriations therefor available 
until the next session of congress. 
These provisions are far from sat­ 
isfactory to the 
president 
and 
the 
navy department. 
It is regarded as 
essential that the work upon battle­ 
ships authorized this year be put un­ 
der way at once. 
It is not beleved 
to be good policy merely to author­ 
ize the president to have the ships 
constructed by contract or in navy 
yards and have to depend on later leg­ 
islation to secure the means of actu­ 
ally performing the work. Further than 
that the president insists that there be 
four instead of two battleships, and 
to that end he will recommend, ac­ 
cording to present plans, an amend­ 
ment to the bill reported today. 
In the bill as reported the naval 
committee, exclusive of the appropri­ 
ations made on the estimates to carry 
on work previously authorized, pro­ 
vides for a naval program of two first- • 
class battleships to cost exclusive of 
armor and armament not to exceed 
$6,000,000 each.

visit to the United States and a trip 
from New York to San Francisco is 
quoted in a recent magazine article aa 
asking how many times the coinage 
changed during the journey.

The royal 
mint at London has lately struck near- 
ly 32,000,000 coins of aluminum for cir- 
culation in Uganda and the Nigerian 
protectorates. Each coin Is of the 
value either of ene cent or two mills, 
and is perforated like Chinese coins, 
so that the natives can string it The 
lightness of aluminum and the fact 
that it is the best non-germ-bearing 
metal are said to be the reasons for 
its selection. "Lightly come and light- 
ly go" will be especially true of this 
new money.

driving out the Standard Oil concern 
and

dazzling visions of big 


profits, but before they are realized, 
says the Troy (N. Y.) Times, there 
may be a fight to a finish between two 
mighty powers. Standard Oil is some- 
thing of an empire itself. 


The suspicion is gaining ground that 


the Russian authorities didn't want 
any of the soldiers who were penned 
up In Port Arthur ever to have a 
chance to return home and tell ho\» 
the ones who had the contracts for fur- 
nishing supplies had grafted.

I desire to call the attention of 


the publia to Section 14 of ordinance 


o. 81, which reads as follows: 
"No plumber shall extend any wa- 


ter pipes, or Introduce any pipe, hy- 
drant, bath or water closet, urinal, 
or hose connection or furnish, flt or 
connect any device or fixture what- 
ever for the use of water without the 
written order of the recorder; no 
plumber or other person except the 
superintendent 
of the water works 


shaH turn on or off the water at the 
street stop cocks under ana; circum- 
stances. 


Also the following Section No. 25 of 


same ordinance as follows: 


"It shall be unlawful for any per- 


son 
except. the 
superintendent of 


the water works to interfere with 
any street stop 'Dock, or to turn 
the water off or on therefrom or to 
knowiagjy permit it to be done with- 
out giving immediate notice thereof 
to the recorder." 


Another section of this ordinance 


states no other parties are alowed 
to use water from the •same hydrant, 
unless permission is granted.

Any motion for a roll-call is "gavelfid 
down" by the chairman, and the sci'- 
e;eants-at-arms, always chosen by the 
"bosses^* are eager to eject any ob- 
stiepeious ratiiot who begins 
any 


jargon about his "rights." 


To "gavel down" a motion Is simply 


to hammer on the table with the gavel 
and proclaim that a motion has been 
"carried," or "defeated," just as you 
want it to go. In this way, no matter 
what the majority is, the "bosses" and 
the chairman and secretaries 
can 


thwart the will of any convention, un- 
less the convention splits and "a bolt" 
ia started. To '"bolt" is to leave the 
hall, organize a separate convention 
and proceed as though the other con- 
vention was not in existence. 


This is a last resort, and is seldom 


done. 
Delegates are timid and they 


rarely have any independent action. 
They may fume in private, hut they 
"take the gaff" in public. Party fealty, 
party cohesion, party this, that and 
the other weighs on them and makes 
them cowards. For the most part the 
delegates hope to get some crumbs 
from the party table and they fear to 
revolt, knowing well they will be 
marked men with "the organization." 
Oh! potent'phrase, "the organization." 
There is the "ward organization," the 
"county organization," the "state or- 
ganization," the "national organiza- 
tion," all 
inextricably linked and 


welded together, and the national cora- 
mitteeman can put 
his finger on a , 


garbage wagon driver in a remote 
ward and separate htm from his job 
If the driver doesn't do -exactly as he 
is told. It's a beautiful system. Don't 
imagine that it is not perfected BO far 
as it can be.

Occasionally some fossil of respecta- 


bility, galvanized into spasmodic ac- 
tion by something particularly brazen 
on the part of the powers that run the 
convention, will get up from the plat- ' 
form, where he is supposed to be ac- 
quiescent to the program, and start 
the animals by a fiery diatribe against 
the bare-faced robbery going on under 
his very nose. At such a time It is 
really delightful to see the perfect re- 
spect in which his remarks are 
lis- 


tened to by the ciwxrman and the 
"bosses." His remarks may be punc-' 


turod by cheers by the malcontents in 
the delegates' seats, but the "strong- 
arm" contingent governed by the 
"bosses" bits quietly until he fires his 
broadside. Then possibly a "boss" 
gets up, or the chairman gets in a 
happy remark or two ,and there Is a 
thunder-roll of applause from 
the 


"bosses' " gang. The respectable gen- 
tleman has simply talked for 
the 


pleasure of having his cerebellum, vi- 
brate. He might as -.veil have recited 
"Mary had a little Iamb."

change the vote.

was announced from the stage it was 
13 for the other side 
Several of us 


yelled "bloody murder" at

but, bless you, that convention wont 
right ahead with its business as easilv 
as if seven men standing upright in 
their seats and howling "MUter Chair- 
man; 
Mister Chairman," was a meie 


tableau and nothing that concerned 
the convention in tho remotest de- 
gree. 


By the way, convention oratory is 


divided into two kinds, the "turned 
loose" 
and 
the 
"squelched." 
Tho 


"bosses" and the chaiiman have their 
eyes on their own orators, and very 
little latitude is allowed the opposition 
"jaw-smiths." 
It is 
laughable to 


watch the frantic gyrations of some 
silver-tongued word-juggler, especially 
it' he be a young man, who is trying to 
get the chairman's eye in order to let 
off a philippic against the chairman's 
tyranny. His companions may hoist 
him high on a chair, where he bal- 
ances himself precariously while he 
shrieks "Meestair Chairmannnn," and 
froths like something stricken 
with 


hydrophobia, but the chairman goes 
placidly on. "Twenty-second ward, 18 
for Smith" is the announcement, when 
in fact the announcement was just the 
other way. This raises a counter-irri- 
tant and the Twenty-second ward dele- 
gation goes ou the 
war-path. But, 


tush, what's the use? The game goes 
merrily on and at last the 
youthful 


orator Is let down from his pinnacle 
and expends his energy In loud talk ia 
his immediate vicinity, until 
some 


low-browed gentleman advises him to 
"cut It out," at the same time casting 
a perfectly annihilating look ia his 
direction. 


The old stagers always enjoy these 


Interludes. They smile grimly, get a 
fresh grip on their cigars and elevate 
the weeds remlniscently in a skyward 
angle. They keep watchful cognizance 
when their wards are about to bo 
reached 
and, if chairmen, rise In- 


stantly at the word, shout clearly tho 
vote and, whether it 
be 
recorded 


right or 
wrong, they 
settle 
down 


stoically into the 
attitude of mere 


spectators. Far be it from them to 
"holler" if the cards are "stacked" 
against them. They 
would do the 


same if they had 
the 
power. The 


other fellows have the whip-hand to- 
day; 
-when it shifts, they will give 


their opponents the same dose. But 
to cavort around on the floor wailing 
out "Meestair Chairmannn," not for 
them. They are too wise to resort to 
such pueiile foolishness. 


Nothing can exceed the perfect ro- 


pose which marks the proceedings us 
relates to the officers and head men 
who have it in charge. There is not 
a shadow of a smile on the counte- 
nances of the chairman and his assist- 
ants ,aad the "bosses" move around 
on the floor of the convention or as- 
cend to the platform with an entirely 
serious and virtuous air rrhlch would 
Indicate extreme self-sacrifice and the 
most absolute fairness 
to their op- 


ponents. 


But once the business Is concluded, 


over the cigars and cocktails these 
genial gentlemen will unbend and re- 
late delightedly and with rare humor 
the amusing comedies played on the 
convention floor. They have remem- 
bered tlio very voices and gestures of 


t the reformers and patriots, they can 


imitate, and perfectly, the surprised 
scream of the plundered delegation, or 
the stentorian yawp of the hard-boiled 
orator. They enjoy these things with 
the gusto of tho connoisseur, the po- 
litical bon vivant. But at the hall, and 
in the midst of the carnage, they are 
as suave as panthers and as remorse- 
less as cannibals. "Everything goes 
in politics," is their motto, that ia, 
everything but honesty. 


Coming back from my last political 


convention I met Jack Derby in the 
"smoker." 
Jack was from the ward 


next to mine, and I had missed him 
just before the voting began. I had 
noticed a stranger in his seat when I 
came in rather late, but still In time 
to vote. Jack was moody and his head 
was done up in a gaudy handkerchief. 
"What's up?" I said to him. "I didn't 
see you when the votes wore being 
cast." 


"They thrun me out," was his re- 


ply. 
"I went over to see a friend o' 


mine In the fourteenth and when I got 
back to me seat they was a guy there 
in it. I grabbed him and he caught 
hold of me arms. 
The "sarge" (ser- 


geant-at-arms) 
came runnln' up an' 


this guy gives him the wink aia' says 
this feller's a pick-pocket. Before I 
could hand him one the "sarge" grabs 
me—he's seven feet long and four feet 
through—and he wings me to the door 
in four jumps and fires me by the neck 
and pants. See? An' I lose me vote 
an' I don't get in the hall again."

you are doing. You can stand and

wtlirhts for an hour at a time ,an<l if 
yo-.ir mind is elsewhere all the exer- 


i&n will not do you an atom of good. 
Did you ever see a boy in school sit 


!n.^ with his book held up in front of 
him, merely trying to deceive the 
teacher into the idea that he was 
busy? Well, thut boy gained fully as 
much knowledge from the book he was 
not reading as you will get fiom ath- 
letic exercises into which yon do not 
put your whole heart and soul. The 
boy who pretends to study when he is 
really loafing is dishonorable toward 
his teacher. The would-be athlete who 
does not put his mind on his work is 
acting dishonorably toward all that is 
best in his physical make-up. 


Rolandow, who is, with the possible 


exception of Sandow, the strongest 
living man, declares this mental con- 
centration is the whole secret of ath- 
letic prowess. He says he owes his 
evolution from a nervous weakling in- 
to a giant to the fact that he put all 
his heart Into every athletic exercise 
he went through. 


There is much truth in what he 


says, and on somewhat the same idea 
is based more than one of the "get 
Etiong" methods taught by the vari- 
ous physical culture professors who 
advertise in many of the papers. 


Here are one or two exercises de- 


pendent entirely on mental concentra-

tlon. Try them. They are among the 
best I know. (But remember 
that 


mental concentration must be used 
also in all other athletic practice.) 


Stand facing the wall of your room, 


a few feet distant from it. 
Put the 


right 
foot 
forward, 
throwing 
tho 


.weight of the body on it, drawing in a 
full breath as you do so. Place the 
right hand on the wall in front of you, 
at the most convenient level (nearer 
the height of the shoulder than the 
height of the 
waist), and, bracing 


yourself, push. Push as though you 
were trying to push the wall down. 
This must not be done jerkily, nor, on 
the other hand, too slowly. Then, 
bringing hack the right foot, and bring- 
ing the body again to an upright pos- 
ture, bring forward the left foot and 
place the left hand on the wall instead 
of the right. Push again as before. 
Recover your upright posture, let out 
the long breath slowly, draw In an- 
other and repeat the performance, be- 
ginning again, of course, with the 
right hand and right foot. 


Do this six times the first day, in- 


creasing at the rate of two per day un- 
til you get it up to twelve. Now, 
when pushing, every single muscle of 
the body must be at work. Push as 
though you felt that the wall would 
topple over on you unless you pushed 
It back. That is the only way in which 
this splendid exercise can do. you any 
good. ' If you are going to let your 
mind wander to any other subject yon 
might as well not push at all. Done 
with mental concentration, this is por- 
hans the best exercise for all the mus- 
cles. 


Now here Is another "mental. con- 


centration exercise" for developing 
the grip, the wrist and the forearm. 
Crumple- up in each 
hand a 
large 


sheet of newspaper till it is a com- 
pact ball. 
Stand upright, chest out, 


arms at the sides. Squeeze each of the 
paper wads steadily and as hard as 
you can, without .moving any part of 
the arm—or, indeed, any part of the 
body except the fingers. Keep every 
muscle of the whole bods' tense as you 
do this, and press as if your life de- 
pended on It. Relax the grip slowly, 
and tighten It again, equally slowly. 
Do tola 20 times the first day, increas- 
ing t>y two a day until you get it up to 
.19. Notice some time how the fore- 
urm miucles stand out while you we 


going through with this exercise, and 
you will get some Idea of its benefit. 


In the bitterest weather you can. 


work youiself into a glow by using 
this grip machine for a tew minutes. 
If you will carry around in your hands 
two sheets of newspaper thus crum- 
pled up into tight wads, and will grip 
them every few minutes, you 
will( 
quickly 
develop 
a 
phenomenal 


strength of finger and a strong fore- 
arm. Carry these wads on your walks 
and on all occasions when your hands 
are not otherwise engaged. 
You will 


soon get into the habit of gripping 
them unconsciously. 


Another "mental concentration" ex- 


ercise is the following: 
Render tho 


whole body tense (having drawn In a 
long breath) and push the hands up-

ward as if trying to raise some heavy 
weight that 
was pressing on you. 


Press the hands upward slowly and 
with your lull strength. 
Bring them 


down just as slowly, as if they each 
held a 300-pound dumb-bell. Then re- 
peat. Ten times the first day, in- 
n-easing by two each day until you 
reach 20. 


Go through all dumb-bell and chest 


weight

"mental concentration" idea, and yon 
will find you gain ten times as muc.) 
benefit from them as you would ac- 
quire in the ordinary evolutions. It i<* 
not necessary to use dumb-bells, clubs 
or weights In these exercises. 
The 


same motions made with imaginary 
implements will suffice. 


Should you belong to a gymnasium 


and wish to use the means for exer- 
cise provided there, let me caution 
you to use no dumb-bells weighing 
over one pound, no clubs heavier than 
two pounds and only the lightest 
weights in the chest weight machines. 


I have seen many a luckless lad in 


gymnasiums panting away (with open 
mouth as a rule) in his efforts to man- 
age heavy dumb-bells or clubs, ami 
hauling at chest weights full to the 
top of the compartments with Iron or 
lead weights. The poor boys thought 
they were getting strong quickly in 
this fashion. As a matter of fact they 
were merely overworking—an utterly 
different thing. They were straininK 
every muscle and every organ of the 
body, straining and weakening them 
to no advantage. 


It Is a strong tej^plation, I Know, to 


the ambitious boy-athlete to be able to 
handle heavier weights than his op 
ponents can manage. But it is a temp- 
tation he must overcome if he wants 
to be a first-rate athlete. If other boys 
guy you for 
your 
unwillingness tc 


enter such contests, rest content with 
knowing that your own course of 4th, 
letics will soon render you their phy. 
sical superior in every way. 


When I was 17 I saw for the first 


time a lifting machine. Several boys 
were gathered about it, vieing with 
each other in tugging away at tha 
handles and watching the needle regis- 
ter a higher number of pounds at 
each heave. No normal boy could re- 
sist such a chance to distinguish him- 
self. I caught the handles and lifted 
960 pounds. I saw then a better way 
to stand in lifting and was about to 
try the machine again when an elder- 
ly man on crutches touched me on the 
arm. 


"My boy," he said, "I tackled one of 


those machines for a record ten years 
ago. I've been walking on these" (in- 
dicating the crutches) "ever since. At 
least ever since the doctors let me get 
out of bed." 


It waa quite as good an object les- 


son as I needed. I trust others will 
require a less glaring example of such 
evils.
